Establishing  the  Department  of  Street  Cleansing. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Com mon  Councils  of  the  Citj 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  there  sliall  be  established 
a  Department  of  Street  Cleansing,  the  head  whereof  shall 
be  called  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets.  The  said  Depart- 
ment shall  be  charged  with  keeping  the  public  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  and  market  houses  of  the  city  in  cleanly  condition 
by  the  removal  therefrom  of  all  street  dirt,  manure,  offal, 
and  dead  animals,  with  collecting  and  carrying  awa;^  the 
coal  ashes  legally  placed  on  public  pavements  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  occupants  of  dwellings,  stores,  workshops,  or 
private  offices  ;  with  clearing  the  inlets  to  common  sewers, 
and  snow  or  ice  from  the  crossings  and  gutters  of  all  high- 
ways, and  with  such  other  like  measures  as  may  be  needed 
for  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  city.  The  Chief  Inspector 
shall  make  report  iipon  all  matters  relating  to  the  Depart- 
ment whenever  called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  Mayor  or  by 
the  Committee  on  the  Cleansing  of  the  Streets. 

Sec.  2.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  on  the 
passage  hereof,  and  after  the  current  year,  annually,  at  their 
meeting  on  the  second  Thursday  in  February,  and  when- 
ever a  vacancy  shall  occur,  elect  by  viva  voce  vote  in  joint 
convention,  a  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets,  who  shall  hold  his 
office,  unless  sooner  removed  by  action  of  Councils,  until 
his  successor  shall  be  duly  chosen  and  qualified ;  and  before 
entering  upon  said  office,  he  shall  give  bond  to  the  city 
with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  in 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the'  per- 
formance of  all  the  duties  thereof,  as  the  same  are  hereby  or 
shall  be  defined  by  ordinance.  And  he  shall  moreover  take 
and  subscribe  before  the  Mayor  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faith- 
fully to  perform  the  duties  of  said  office  to  the  best  of  his 
ability. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  the  Streets  shall  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Select  Council,  appoint  a  clerk, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  out  and  have  charge  of  all 
the  papers,  pay  rolls,  records,  and  books  of  the  Department, 
in  such  manner  as  he  shall  be  required  by  the  head  thereof. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  after  being  qualified 
for  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  forthwith,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Mnyor,  apportion  the  area  of  the  several 
Police  Districts  into  sub-districts  of  pro[)er  extent,  which 
shall  be  named  numericall3^ 

Sec.  5.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets,  under  tlie  super- 
vision of  the  Committee  on  the  Cleansing  of  Streets,  shall 
hire  and  employ  as  many  laborers,  drivers,  horses,  and  carts 
as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  Department; 
and  he  shall  require  the  numerical  designation  of  each  sub- 
district  to  be  affixed  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  each  cart 
employed  therein,  and  also  that  every  cart  used  for  the  re- 
moval of  ashes  shall  be  furnished  with  a  suitable  cover 
thereto.  He  shall  under  the  supervision  of  the  said  Com- 
mittee, purchase  all  implements  for  the  cleansing  of  the 
streets  or  inlets,  and  shall  likewise  rent  for  the  use  of  the 
Department  such  wharves  and  other  premises  as  shall  be 
convenient  and  necessary  for  the  deposit  of  street  dirt, 
manure  and  ashes. 

Sec.  6.  The  laborers  hired  and  employed  by  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Streets,  and  the  drivers  with  their  carts  and 
horses,  shall  be  distributed  by  him  among  the  several  sub- 
districts  under  the  approval  of  the  Maj^or,  and  subject  to 
such  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  relative  to  work  during 
inclement  weather.  They  shall  report  at  the  appointed 
hour  every  morning  at  the  Station  House  of  the  Police  Dis- 
trict, within  which  they  are  respectively  employed,  and 
thereupon  tliey  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Lieutenant  of 
Police  for  the  said  District,  in  pursuance  of  his  instructions 
from  the  Mayor  to  their  appropriate  localities  for  the  day's 
work.;  and  while  so  employed  they  shall  be  under  the  con- 
stant supervision  of  the  nearest  police  officer  on  duty ;  and 
the  said  laborers  and  drivers  shall  report  themselves 
at  the  designated  hour  each  evening,  at  the  proper  police 
station,  returning  thereto  the  implements  used  by  them  be- 
longing to  the  city,  and  they  shall  thereupon  severally  be 
credited  with  the  day's  service,  upon  a  roll  to  be  kept  for 
such  purpose  by  the  Lieutenant  of  Police,  a  copy  of  which 
roll  shall  be  furnished  every  week  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Streets,  as  a  voucher  for  the  number  of  men,  horses,  and 
carts  employed  by  the  Department ;  and  upon  report  to  the 
Mayor  with  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  inefficiency,  ueg- 
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lect,  or  other  improper  conduct  of  any  of  the  persons  so  em- 
ployed, he  shall  be  authorized  to  discharge  all  persons  so 
offending  from  the  service  of  the  Department,  and  to  pro- 
hibit their  being  afterwards  employed  for  the  cleansing  of 
the  streets. 

Sec.  7.  At  least  twice  in  every  week,  at  stated  times  of 
which  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  all  occupants  of  dwell- 
ings, stores,  workshops,  and  private  offices  in  the  several 
sub-districts,  carts  for  the  removal  of  coal  ashes,  properly 
covered,  shall  pass  through  the  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys, 
and  all  coal  ashes  contained  in  barrels,  boxes,  or  other  suit- 
able vessels,  lawfully  placed  upon  the  pavements  for  such 
purpose,  shall  be  gathered  up  and  carried  away  and  im- 
mediately thereafter  such  emptied  vessels  shall  be  removed 
from  the  sidewalks  or  streets  ;  and  if  they  be  not  so  removed 
within  six  hours  after  having  been  emptied  as  aforesaid,  or 
if  any  vessels  containing  ;!shes  shall  be  placed  or  left  upon 
the  pavement  or  street  upon  any  other  than  the  days  respec- 
tively appointed  for  collecting  the  same,  or  if  any  vessel 
containing  ashes,  or  used  for  such  purpose,  shall  be  suffered 
to  remain  upon  the  pavements  or  street  after  sundown,  the 
person  or  persons  placing  or  causing  the  said  vessels  to  be 
placed  on  the  pavements  or  streets  or  suffering  the  same  to 
remain  there  as  aforesaid,  shall  for  each  and  every  such 
offence  be  punishable  by  a  penalty  of  two  dollars  to  be  re- 
covered before  the  Alderman,  having  the  nearest  office 
within  the  same  police  district  to  the  place  where  such 
offence  shall  have  been  committed,  the  said  penalty  for  the 
use  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  driver  of  a  cart  employed  by  the  Chief  In- 
spector of  Streets  for  the  removal  of  ashes  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  take  and  carry  away  all  coal  ashes  set  out  in 
the  public  street  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  shall  remove 
the  same  in  a  cart  without  a  suitable  cover,  he  shall  upon 
complaint  and  due  proof  thereof  be  punishable  by  a  penalty 
of  fifty  cents  for  each  and  every  such  offence,  to  be  imposed 
by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets,  and  to  be  deducted  by 
him  to  the  use  of  the  city  from  any  money  payable  to  the 
said  driver  for  services  under  the  Department. 

Sec.  9.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Committee  on  the  Cleansing  of  Streets  shall 
procure  and  designate  suitable  places  for  the  deposit  of  coal 
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ashes  collected  by  the  ash  carts,  and  shall  make  such  arrange- 
ments for  the  disposal  thereof  as  the  public  convenience 
shall  demand,  and  he  shall  also  appoint  proper  localities  for 
the  delivery  of  street  dirt  and  manure,  having  due  reference 
to  the  sales  thereof,  and  a  detailed  statement  shall  be  fur- 
nished daily  to  the  Lieutenant  of  each  Police  District  by 
the  drivers  of  the  carts  employed  therein,  of  the  number  of 
loads  of  dirt  and  ashes  collected  and  removed  by  them,  and 
of  the  disposal  made  by  them  of  the  same.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  said  Committee  to  make  sale  of  all  street  dirt, 
manure,  and  other  refuse,  which  shall  be  collected  and  de- 
posited under  his  direction,  and  at  the  end  of  each  and  every 
week  he  shall  make  return  to  the  City  Controller,  under 
oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  administered  by  the  Controller, 
of  all  money  received  by  him  from  the  said  sales,  and  im- 
mediately after  making  such  return  he  shall  pay  the  said 
money  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sec.  10.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  shall,  whenever 
required  by  the  Mayor,  furnish  such  extra  number  of 
laborers,  horses,  and  carts,  as  shall  be  needed  for  any  special 
purpose  connected  with  the  objects  of  the  Department,  pro- 
vided the  same  may  be  furnished  without  exceeding  the  pro- 
per items  of  appropriation. 

Sec.  11.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  shall,  at  least  once 
in  every  two  weeks,  pay  all  laborers,  drivers,  or  other  per- 
sons employed  by  the  Department  in  cleansing  streets  the 
amounts  respectfully  due  them  in  accordance  with  the  rates 
of  compensation  fixed  by  him  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Committee  on  Cleansing  Streets,  and  with  the  rolls  of  labors 
furnished  by  the  Lieutenants  of  Police,  by  separate  warrant 
upon  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  order  of  each  person  so  em- 
ployed for  the  sums  severally  due. 

Sec.  12.  Warrants  fur  the  payment  of  money  appro- 
priated for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  Department,  shall  be 
drawn  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets,  and  be  in  the  fol- 
lowing form,  namely  :

And  whereas,  We  believe  our  city  has  furnished 
more  volunteers  than  any  city  in  the  Union,  and  that  it  is 
entitled  to  justice  at  the  hands  of  the  administration,  there- 
fore, we  cannot  understand  upon  what  principle  of  calcula- 
tion Philadelphia,  containing  a  population  of  six  hundred 
thousand  (600,000)  inhabitants  should  be  required,  under 
the  present  draft  for  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  men, 
to  furnish  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  volunteers,  while  the 
city  of  New  York,  containing  a  population  of  nine  hundred 
thousand  (900,000)  persons  furnishes  only  fifteen  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventy-nine  (15,979)  volunteers  is  now 
admitted  to  be  the  proper  quota  for  New  York. 
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This  plainly  shows  a  wrong  is  done  to  Philadelphia  in 
making  her  quota.

Creating  and  establisliiug  the  Office  of  Fire  Marshal. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  there  shall  hereafter  be  an 
officer  of  the  Police  Department  to  be  called  Fire  Marshal, 
who  shall  be  appointed  from  the  present  number  of  police- 
men by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
Select  Council,  and  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  sfovernment  of  the  Police  force. 
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Sect.  2.  It  siiall  be  the  duty  of  said  Fire  Marshal  to 
attend,  examine  into,  report  upon,  and  keep  a  record  of  all 
fires  occurring  within  the  limits  of  the  city  ;  ascertaining  as 
satisfactorily  as  possible  the  cause  thereof,  and  recording  a 
brief  description  of  the  premises  wherein  the  lire  may  have 
originated,  whether  of  brick,  stone,  iron  or  wood,  and  how 
occupied,  Avhether  as  a  dwelling,  storehouse,  factory,  work- 
shop, or  otherwise;  also  accurate  estimates  of  losses  on 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  destroyed  or  damaged  by 
burning,  smoke  or  water,  with  amounts  of  insurance,  and 
such  other  information  as  ina.y,  from  time  to  time,  be 
deemed  important  by  the  Mayor  or  Councils;  of  all  of 
wliich  reports  shall  be  made  to  the  Mayor  and  Councils, 
semi-annually,  or  oftener  if  required. 

Sect.  3.  And  that  the  said  Fire  Marshal  shall  have  all 
authority  and  powers  of  a  detective  police  officer ;  and  it 
shall  be  his  special  duty  to  detect  and  ferret  out  and  bring 
to  justice  all  persons  guilty  of  the  crime  of  arson,  and  to 
enforce  all  laws  and  ordinances  for  the  prevention  of  fires. 

Sect.  4.  The  salary  of  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  be  fifteen 
hundred  ($1500)  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  as 
all  other  officers  of  the  police  are  paid.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City

AN  ORDINANCE 

Defining  the  duties  of  the  Agent  of  the  Girard  Estates,  in  Schuylliill  and 
Columbia  Counties. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain :  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  April  next,  the  duties  of  the  Agent  of  the  Girard 
Estates  in  Schuylkill  and  Columbia  Counties,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

First.  In  addition  to  his  duties  in  the  collection  of  rents, 
attending  appeals  and  having  a  proper  assessment  of  the 
several  tracts  belonging  to  the  estate,  preventing  depreda- 
tions and  waste,  and  accounting  for  the  pecuniai'y  trust 
jeposed  in  him,  he  shall  render  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Estate  a  monthly  exhibit,  and  transmit  certificates  from  the 
proper  weighmasters,  showing  the  number  of  tons  of  coal 
mined  by  each  operator,  also  the  kind  of  coal,  whether 
lumps  of  pea,  with  the  proper  royalty,  and  the  total 
amount  of  rents  due  by  each  tenant,  and  the  aggregate  by 
all  the  operators. 

Second.  He  shall  visit  monthly  each  colliery  in  opera- 
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tion,  and  examine  it  in  detail  as  to  "whether  the  conditions 
of  the  lease  are  observed  by  the  operator,  and  whether  the 
mining  is  so  arranged  as  to  avoid  waste  of  coal  and  future 
injury  to  the  property. 

Third,  He  shall  be  a  practical  Mining  Engineer,  and 
shall  keep  up  a  system  of  surveys  and  make  such  maps 
and  drawings,  general  and  detailed,  as  will  furnish  all  infor- 
mation needed  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  property, 
and  each  colliery  and  its  management.  He  shall  make  and 
keep  complete  maps  of  all  work  done  under  ground,  and 
shall  file  duplicates  of  the  same  with  ibe  Superintendent  of  the 
Estate,  and  ascertain  as  accurately  as  possible  the  geologi- 
cal structure  of  the  land,  and  in  particular  to  discover  the 
position  of  the  coal  beds  and  methods  of  proving  them, 
and  proper  localities  for  collieries.  He  shall  locate  the 
boundaries  of  the  land  and  provide  for  the  preservation  of 
landmarks,  ascertaining  the  best  position  for  roads,  rail- 
roads, and  town  sites,  and  such  other  internal  improvements 
as  the  development  of  the  region  may  demand.  All  maps 
of  surveys,  other  books,  papers,  accounts,  and  other  pro- 
perty appertaining  to  the  Girard  Estate  shall  be  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Estate,  and  be  deposited  with  the  Superinten- 
dent when  required. 

Fourth.  He  shall  superintend  all  experimental  mining 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  Estate,  to  prove  new  veins  and 
prepare  them  for  letting.  He  shall  devise  and  from  time 
to  time  improve  a  general  system  of  working  the  mines,  so 
that  corresponding  and  consistent  restrictions  may  be  in- 
serted in  new  leases. 

Fifth,  He  shall  submit  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Girard  Estates  and  Councils,  an  annual  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  property,  embracing  a  detail  of  the  mining 
and  other  operations  of  the  year,  and  such  recommendations 
in  regard  to  the  next  year  as  may  be  demanded  by  the 
interests  of  the  Estate,  He  shall  also  prepare  a  quarterly 
statement  of  the  condition  of  each  operation,  setting  forth 
the  extent  of  the  workings  aod  the  character  and  quality 
of  the  veins  of  coal,  and  such  other  information  as  the 
Superintendent  or  Joint  Committee  of  Councils  may  re- 
quire or  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  The  salary  of  the  Agent  shall  be  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  payable  monthly,  and  he  shall  give  security  for 
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the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dolhirs,  to  be  approved  b_y  Councils,  and  all  ordi- 
nances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas^  A  majority  of  the  property  owners  upon  the

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  property  owners  on  the  line 
of  Twelfth  street,  between  Giravd  avenue  and  Oxford 
street,  have  filed  their  petition  in  the  Department  of  Siir- 
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veys,  as  directed  by  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  April 
Sth,  1864,  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  the  line  of 
Twelfth  street  as  aforesaid,  which  application  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  ;  and  at  a  meeting 
held  July  1st,  18G4,  they  authorized  the  construction  of  a 
sewer  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
approved  November  11,  1858,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to 
provide  for  the  construction  of  Branch  Culverts  or 
Drains."  And  whereas,  Owing  to  the  enhanced  price  of 
materials  and  labors,  the  cost  per  linear  foot  will  exceed 
the  amount  stipulated  by  law  as  payable  by  the  said  pro- 
perty owners ;  therefore 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Highways 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  a  sewer  on  the 
line  of  Twelfth  street,  from  Girard  avenue  to  Oxford 
street ;  from  the  north  curb  line  of  Girard  avenue  to  the 
Thompson  street  sewer,  to  be  two  feet  six  inches  in  diame- 
ter ;  from  Thompson  street  sewer  to  Jeft'erson  street,  three

Aet  of  Assembly  approved  April  8,  1864,  and  in  manner 
and  form  provided  by  sections  3  and  4  of  ordinance  enti- 
tled "  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  construction  of 
Branch  Culverts  or  Drains,"  approved  November  11,  1858.

Relating  to  Nuisances. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Cltj 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  following  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  nuisances  : 

Sect.  2.  To  cast  or  place  any  coal  or  Avood  ashes  into  or 
upon  any  public  paved  street,  or  the  footway  thereof,  except 
in  suitable  boxes  or  vessels  upon  the  footway  near  the  curb- 
stone. 

Sect.  3.  To  place,  keep,  or  maintain  any  awning  which 
shall  not  extend  to  the  line  of  the  curb-stone. 

Sect.  4.  To  erect  or  renew  on  any  footway,  any  awning 
post  other  than  iron,  or  to  attach  any  rails  thereto  less  than 
seven  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  above  the  footway. 

Sect.  5.  To  place  or  maintain  any  awning,  or  side  wing 
to  any  awning,  within  seven  feet  six  inches  from  the  foot- 
way, or  below  the  level  of  any  public  light,  from  sunset  to 
sunrise. 

Sect.  6.  To  saw  or  cut  any  wood,  or  to  pile  or  place  any 
wood,  bricks,  stones,  boards,  or  other  lumber,  or  any  shav- 
ings, ashes,  kitchen  offal,  dung  or  filth,  upon  any  footway, 
in  any  public  street  within  the  said  city. 

Sect.  T^  To  wilfully  ride,  drive  or  lead  a  horse,  or  drive 
a  carriage  of  any  kind  along  any  of  the  paved  footways  in 
any  street  of  the  city. 

Sect.  8.  To  use  any  wheel-barrow,  or  hand-barrow,  or 
hand-cart  upon  any  of  the  paved  footways  of  the  city,  except 
before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  from  the  20th  day  of 
March  to  the  20th  day  of  September,  and  before  nine  o'clock 
in  the  morning  the  rest  of  the  year,  (except,  however,  when 
the  depth  of  snow  in  the  streets,  or  other  unavoidable  causes, 
render  the  passage  thereon  impracticable,)  or  to  load  any 
sucji  vehicle  in  such  manner  that  the  load  or  burden  shall 
extend  in  width  more  than  four  feet  from  the  extreme  points 
of  such  vehicles,  ^or  to  occupy  any  portion  of  any  footway  as  a 
stand  for  such  vehicles. 

Sect.  9.     To  suffer  or  permit  snow  to  remain  more  than 
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six  working  hours,  after  the  same  may  cease  to  fall,  on  any 
paved  footway  or  gutter  of  the  city,  in  front  of  or  adjoining 
any  church,  public  building,  house,  store,  shop,  stable,  or 
tenement  of  any  kind,  or  the  adjoining  side  yard  thereof,  or 
vacant  lots  ;  and  the  occupier,  or  the  owner,  of  such  pre- 
mises, if  unoccupied,  shall  be  liable  for  the  penalty  herein- 
after prescribed  for  such  offence. 

Sect.  10.  To  extend  or  project  from  any  dwelling  or 
building,  except  inns,  any  sign  board,  pole,  or  other  device 
or  thing,  to  denote  or  show  the  place  of  business,  or  the 
merchandise  or  things  which  the  occupant  thereof  has  to  dis- 
pose of,  into  or  over  any  of  the  footways  of  any  street  of  the 
city,  below  the  top  of  the  first  story,  or  to  a  greater  extent 
than  four  feet  three  inches  on  any  of  the  other  parts  of  such 
building. 

Sect.  11.  To  place  or  maintain  any  cellar  door,  porch, 
or  steps  which  shall  extend  more  than  four  feet  six  inches 
into  any  footway  of  any  street  of  fifty  feet  wide  or  upwards, 
or  a  proportionate  distance  into  any  footway  in  any  street 
of  less  width  than  fifty  feet. 

Sect.  12.  To  set  up  or  maintain  any  fence,  beyond  the 
building  line,  or  any  railing  except  around  excavated  areas 
now  existing,  so  as  to  reduce  the  footways  of  streets  of  one 
hundred  feet  and  over  in  width,  to  a  width  of  less  than  six- 
teen feet ;  of  eighty  feet  streets  to  a  width  of  less  than  four- 
teen feet ;  of  streets  of  sixty  feet  in  width  to  a  width  cf  less 
than  twelve  feet ;  of  streets  of  fifty  feet  in  width  to  a  width 
of  less  than  ten  feet,  and  of  all  streets  of  a  less  width  than 
fifty  feet,  to  a  width  of  less  than  eight  feet ;  or  to  project 
any  bulk  window  more  than  one  foot  into  the  footway  be- 
yond the  building  line,  or  to  keep  up  after  sunset  and  before 
sunrise,  any  awning  below  the  level  of  the  light  in  any  pub- 
lic lamp. 

Sect.  13.  To  excavate  or  construct,  hereafter,  any  area, 
or  other  encroachment  on  any  footway  of  the  city,  except  as 
herein  allowed :  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  the  planting  of  trees,  or  enclosing  trees  in  boxes,  or  step- 
ping stones,  or  hitching  posts. 

Sect.  14.  To  place,  or  suffer  to  remain,  on  Sunday,  any 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  any  cask,  barrel,  or  other 
thing,  capable  of  containing  the  same,  on  any  footway  or 
highway  of  the  city. 
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Sect.  15.  To  suffer  any  horse,  mare,  or  gelding  to  stand 
in  any  street  or  footway  while  being  shod. 

Sect.  16,  To  fly  any  kite  in  any  of  the  highways  or 
public  squares  in  the  city. 

Sect.  17.  To  place  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
whether  for  sale  or  otherwise,  on  any  part  of  the  footway  in 
front  of  any  house  or  premises,  occcupied  by  any  person  or 
persons  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  from 
being  taken  to  and  from  any  storehouse  or  other  building, 
at  any  time  whatever,  (Sundays  excepted.) 

Sect.  18.  To  place  or  pile  any  empty  boxes,  barrels,  hogs- 
heads, or  crates,  on  any  footway  or  highway  of  the  city. 

Sect.  19.  To  suffer  or  permit  any  cart,  dray,  wagon, 
stage,  or  hackney  coach,  used  for  hire,  or  to  carry  mer- 
chandise or  passengers,  to  stand  and  remain  in  any  highway, 
of  the  city,  except  for  so  long  a  time  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  in  which  such  vehicle  may 
be  employed  :  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  inter- 
fere with  any  regulations  prescribed  by  any  ordinance  relat- 
ing to  markets,  or  stands  for  hackney  coaches,  or  other 
vehicles. 

Sect.  20.  To  suffer  or  permit  to  go  at  large,  in  any  of 
the  highways,  or  public  squares  of  tlie  city,  any  horse,  mare, 
cow,  heifer,  bull,  steer,  sheep,  hog,  sow,  shoat,  pig,  goose  or 
goat. 

Sect.  21.  To  suffer  any  wagon,  cart,  or  other  vehicle, 
laden  with  hay  or  straw,  to  stand  in  any  of  the  streets  of  the 
city,  for  the  purpose  of  offering  such  hay  or  straw  for  sale. 

Sect.  22,  To  transport,  or  carry  through  the  streets  of 
the  city,  in  any  dray  or  other  vehicle,  any  iron,  or  other 
metal,  in  bars,  rods,  sheets,  strips,  or  in  any  other  form,  in 
such  manner  that  the  same  shall  project  or  extend  beyond 
the  line  of  the  hubs  of  the  wdieels  of  such  vehicle,  unless  the 
iron  or  metal  so  transported  or  carried  shall  have  the  ends 
thereof  covered  with  a  board  framing. 

Sect.  23.  To  wilfully  ride  any  horse,  or  drive  any  horse, 
or  other  animal,  attached  to  any  carriage,  wagon,  cart,  or 
other  vehicle  whatsoever,  through  any  highway  of  the  city 
at  a  gallop,  or  other  immoderate  gate,  or  to  drive  any  horse 
or  other  animal  attached  to  any  sleigh,  or  carriage  on  run- 
ners, without  one  or  more  bells  attached  to  the  said  animal. 
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Sect.  24.  To  wilfully  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  any 
highway  of  the  city,  so  as  to  prevent  horses  or  vehicles  from 
passing,  or  to  leave  any  horse  to  stand  unfastened  in  any 
public  street,  or  to  place  horses  or  vehicles  upon  the  public 
footways  or  flag  stones  at  the  crossings  in  the  streets. 

Sect.  25.  To  unload,  discharge,  or  deliver  charcoal  in  or 
on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city,  from  any  wagon  or  other 
vehicle,  except  in  barrels  of  the  capacity  of  a  common  flour 
barrel,  or  in  some  measure  whose  capacity  is  fixed  by  law.

To  cast  or  lay  the  carcass  of  any  dead  animal, 
or  any  excrement  or  filth  from  vaults  or  privies,  on  any 
highway  in  the  city,  or  on  any  vacant  lot,  without  burying 
or  placing  the  same  a  suflicient  depth  in  the  ground,  or  to 
cast  any  carcass  of  any  dead  animal  into  the  rivers  Delaware 
or  Schuylkill. 

Sect.  29.  To  sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  at  any  place  within 
the  city,  any  blown,  stale,  or  unwholesome  provision. 

Sect.  30.  To  extinguish  without  authority  any  public 
lamp,  or  to  break  or  injure  any  of  the  public  lamps,  or  lamp 
posts,  or  to  injure  or  damage  any  of  the  public  fire  plugs, 
hydrants,  pumps,  or  fountains. 

Sect.  31.  To  wilfully  throw  upon  the  roof  of  any  public 
market  house  within  the  city,  any  brick,  stone,  or  other 
thing.

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.

The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  payable  and 
paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the 
same,  and  not  before  without  the  consent  of  the  holders 
thereof;  and  the  certificates  therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of 
the  certificates  of  City  loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts 
as  the  lenders  may  require,  but  not  for  any  fractional  part

Major-General  David  Bell  Birney  is  no  more.  This 
distinguished  oflficer,  after  a  severe  illness,  induced  by  a 
protracted  service  in  the  field,  was  compelled  to  return  to 
his  family  for  a  short  period  of  repose ;  but  he  had  too 
long  devoted  himself  to  his  country's  service  to  be  within 
the  reacli  of  human  aid,  and  he  now,  at  the  early  age  of 
thirty-nine,  rests  in  a  soldier's  grave,  honored  by  the  grati- 
tude and  affection  of  the  nation.  It  would  not  be  fitting  that 
his  life  should  be  permited  to  glide  unnoticed  to  its  close, 
and'  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  his  adoption  desire  to  make 
such  acknowledgment  of  his  services  as  shall,  in  some  de-

To  encourage  further  Enlistments  iu  the  Military  and  Naval  Service  of  the 
United  States. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  the  balance  of  the  several 
appropriations  heretofore  made  to  the  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed under  the  Ordinance  of  December  12,  1868,  "  to 
make  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  bounty  to  volun- 
teers under  the  recent  call  of  the  President,"'  be  and  the 
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same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  payments  under  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Ordinance,  upon  the  certificates  of 
such  Commission  to  all  volunteers  who  shall  oe  duly 
enlisted  and  enrolled  into  the  military,  marine,  or  naval 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  therefore  be 
credited  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  bounties  here- 
inafter named ;  that  is  to  say,  to  every  such  volunteer  for 
the  term  of  three  years  the  sum  of  $450,  to  every  such 
volunteer  for  the  term  of  two  years  the  sum  of  $800,  and 
to  every  such  volunteer  for  the  term  of  one  year  the  sum 
of  $150. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  also  be  paid  from  such  appropria- 
tion, upon  the  certificate  of  the  said  Commission,  to  each 
enrolled  citizen  who  shall  furnish  a  substitute  for  military 
service,  if  such  substitute  is  not  himself  liable  to  a  draft,

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  Taxes  for  the  year  1865. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelpliia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on  the  tax- 
able property  returned  by  the  assessors,  as  the  assessment 
made  in  the  year  1864  (except  such  as  is  marked  "  rural,")  a 
tax  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof,  and  upon  every  taxable  inhabi- 
tant of  the  City  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1865 
as  one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the 
following  objects  for  the  said  year,  viz  : 

Itein  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  fourteen  cents. 

2.  For  the  Public  Schools,  the  sum  of  forty-four  cents. 

3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  twenty- two  cents. 

4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  funded  debt, 

and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
and  twenty  cents. 

5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum   of 

twenty-three  cents. 

6.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 

the  sum  of  twenty-seven  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to 
be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "rural,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  tax  shall  be  levied;

in  the  Wards  where  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor 
are  provided,  as  required  by  the  eighteenth  section  of  the 
Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  to  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia,  by  "  a  further  supplement  to  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  April 
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17,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance  made  to 
the  payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the  non-payment, 
by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit :  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per 
cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  of  payment  until  the  first  day 
of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  September  ;  if  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  October,  an  addition  of  one  per  cent.,  and  if  not  paid 
until  after  the  first  day  of  October,  then  an  addition  of  two 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same ;  and  if 
not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  December,  then  an  addi- 
tion of  three  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the 
same.

That  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  to

shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  contingent  fund  of  said 
Gas  Works.
